Examiner rejected Claims 1.2, .2-14, 21, and 22 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as betng 

anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5.853,841 (Castor e. al.). Applicant has amended Claim 1 and 
respectfully submits that amended Claim 1 overcomes the rejection. 

Amended Claim 1 recites a fastener selected from the group including a rivet nut. a nvet 
nut stud, a dreaded insert, and a bUnd threaded insert. Castor does not teach any of the festers 
recited in amended Claim 1. Instead, Castor teaches a group of completely different dev.ces 
mcluding a heavy-duty anchor, a heavy-duty dowel, a drilling cylinder, and a strildng t^rl. All 
of Castor's devices a« very different in design, construction, and function than the fasteners 

recited in Claim 1 . . * u * * 

Castor's fasteners are typically used in heavy-duty construction applicauons. Abstract of 
Castor "A fastener for a high strength comecion ni,h a sutstructure (emphasis added) wtth a 
straddling dowel. driUing cylinder or nail for insertion into a substrucU^ material for example 
of concrete, rock, wood or the hke, is disclosed. . Col. 2, line 64 to col. 3, Ime 3: FIG. 1 . a 
longimdinal section view, as shown in the upper half and a side elevational view shown m fte 
lower half of a hea^ anchor (emphasis added) including a nut and an adhestve coatmg; 
FIG 2 is a longitudinal sectional view shown in the upper half and a side elevational view shown 
in the lower half of a hea^ du,y (emphasis added) with a screw and an adhesive coattng; 
A typical use of an anchor is to attach a steel plate to a concrete slab.
